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TWO LIVERY 
BARNS, FOURTEEN 
HORSES BURNED 


Castor Celebrates Its Hallowe’en 


SPARKS WERE BLOWN 
ALL OVER TOWN 


Citizens Worked Hard and the 
Flames Were Confined to 
Two Structures 


——

CASTOR, Alta., Oct, 31—This town 
celebrated its Hallowe'en night by the 
burning down of a couple of livery 
barns, the Commercial and the Wind- 
ser. 

In the former fourteen horses were 
burned to death, The animals from 
the Windsor were successfully re- 
moved. The fire originated in the 
rear of the Commercial livery barn, 
and spread so quickly that there was 
no time to remove more than four 
cr five of the horses, when the heat 
and smoke became so over-powering 
that the rest of the animals were left 
io their fate. ‘ 

Water Supply Inadequate. 

The barns were adjoining each 
ether with only a fifty-foot Jot be- 
tween them, and on account of the 
inadequete water supply the Windsor 
was soon ablaze in spite of the ef- 
forts of the volunteer fire brigade to 
arrest the flames, Water connection 
was made with the C. P. R. tank but 
en account of the delay in making 
connections and the turning on of the 
water, the second barn was ablaze 
fifteen minutes after the first was 
discovered. 

The barns are a total loss, which in- 
cludes a large amount of hay, a num- 
ber of buggies and many sets of 
harness, the total loss being approxi- 
mately $7500. Some insurance is re- 
ported to be on the Commercial which 
is the property of the proprietor of 
the Coronation Hotel, but the exact 
amount has not yet been ascertained. 

The Windsor barn was the property 
of O .H. Olson. 

Long distance connection with all 
eastern points is cut off in addition to 
a large number of local phones. The 
1ural phones are also out of commis- 
sion. 

Was No Wind. 

Fortunately there was no wind, but 
in spite of this the sparks were blown 
over the town on the south-west side. 
‘Thanks to the volunteer work of the 
citizens, however, no further damages 
are reported. 

The loss was much smaller than it 
would ctherwise have been owing to 
the fact that the barns were in an 
isolated position, the only buildings in 
the immediate vicinity being a small 
shanty and an empty blacksmith shop 
tc the west of the Windsor, both of 
which were saved. 

A small fire also occurred last even- 
ing about the same hour in the mil- 
linery shop of the Misses Welty, but 
before any serious blaze occurred it 
was extinguished. Had the fire last 
night obtained the start of the one 
this evening, half the town would have 
been burned out as it was right in 
the heart of the business section,

A Princely House of Commerce 


The history not only of Alberta, but 
Can- 
ada, is inseparable from the story of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, with ita 
commeicial and polliical supremacy in 
the romantic epoch of the old days. 
To this picturesque old company, Can- 
ade owes the absence of that blood- 
shed in this vast western region 
attendant upon settlement of 
the Westefn States, by the company’s 
fair dealing with the Indians and by 
their kindness to the old missionaries, 
whose influence over the former made 
for peace. And now this old land- 
mark is undergoing a change in its 
enormous business in this country, 
and the little trading post of old Fort 
Edmonton has been replaced by a 
magnificent modern six-Btorey brick 
structure of twentieth century de- 
mand,

The demand for employment officer 
of some kind arises from the state of 
flux which must always be the normal 
condition of the labor market. Few 
people, he says, realize the amount 0) 
work in every industrial community 
that consists of short jobs. In Wis- 
consin fully-one-fourth of the totai 
demand for labor registered at the em- 
ployment offices is for work lasting 
less than a month. The New York 
Commission on Unemployment report- 
ed in 1911 that four out of every ten 
Wags earners work irregularly and 
have to seek employment at least 
once, probably many times during the 
year, The same commission elicited 
trom the statements of 750 employers 
that 60 per cent. could always get all 
the help they needed, and practically, 
all of them, hired their forces from 
people who made personal application 
at their plants, 200 advertised in 
newspapers and hired from among 
those who made personal application. 

“The reason most employers can get 
all the help they need at their gates 
is because there are thousands of such, 
men and women going from door to 
door and hundreds responding to each 
clue given in the newspapers. Think 
of the waste of time and energy und 
the discouragement in going 
door to door to ask if any help is 
needed.” And yet we'are told that 
“there is no permanent surplus of 
labor in excess of the demand. There 
ig no evidence at all to show a surplus 
of labor over the maximum deman?! 
tor labor of all employers. It is en- 

tirely a problem of maladjusiment.' 
These are of three kinds. 1. In res- 
pect of place; wage earners may be 
scarce in one place and over supplied 
in another. 2. As between indusiries; 
some are overcrowded while others 
are under-supplied. 3. In respect to 
time; winter asually shows an cacess 
of supply, and wsme years shew a 
searcity while others show an excess. 
“Phe entire burden of this maladjust- 
ment is borne by the wage-earner, | It 
is he who suffers from the loss of time 
and energy; and moreover the failure 
to get a job quickly makes him willing 
to take work at any price, and tends 
to keep wages down.” 

“*These evils are the price we pay for 
lack ‘of organization in the buying and 
selling of labor. An organized mar- 
ket for labor is needed for the saine 
r nm that other markets are organ- 
iz to eliminate waste and facilitate 
exchange and to bring the supply 
and demand quickly together. Public 
employment offices scientifically man- 
aged may be used to reduce these 
inaladjustinents, and where they cin- 
not entirely abolish them they can 
give the facts which will enable us to 
devise . means of #mitigating their 
effégts and compensating those » who 
Mnuat ‘bear the burdens. With an ac- 
curate system of statistics and daily 
reports: from each public : office there 
is, no’ reason why the conditions, and 
thé «trdngactions, of our labor markets

Discussing M, Bellet’s plan that en- 
terprising business men should = or- 
ganize the labor market on a large 
reale, he mentions that a basic condi- 
tion of success is that they must be 
impartial between employers and 
workers In their struggles over condi- 
tions of employment, That wage 
earners Will not go in great numbers 
to agencies maintained by employers, 
hecause of its possible use fer black- 
listing, breaking strikes and beating | 
down wages; and on the other hand, | 
agencies maintained by trade unions | 
fall because employers will not pat-! 
ronize them except where the trade is 
completely org rized, os it gives the 
unions too powerful a weapon in the 
struggle for control. This work to 
be successful really needs to be a 
gnonopoly, because it requires a cen-! 
tralized organization, which will 
srather all the demand and be in touch 
with the entire available supply. Dr. 
Leiserson does not attempt to hide or 
even minimize the fact that hitherto 


- 


free employment offices have not been 
as fuccessful as they should be. That 
while in tneory they wee designeu io 
furnish clearing houses for labor, to 
bring the job and the man together 
with (he least delay and to eliminate 
the private labor agent, whose ac- 
tivity as a middleman is so often ac- 
companied by fraud, misrepresenta- 
tion and extortion. In practice the 
free offices heve not even maintained 
an effective competition against them, 
With few exceptions, their operations 
have been on a small scale, their me- 
thods unbuaginesslike and their statis- 
tics valueless if not unreliable. The 
chief cause for the failure of the free 
employment offices has been that the 
administration has been placed in the 
hands of people who are unfamiliar 
with their design and purpose. These 
officials have either mismanaged the 
offices, so that they had to be discon- 
tinued or else they perfornicd 
duties perfunctorily and in a wholly 
ineffective manner, 

Dr. Leiserson says: “I have no de- 
fence to make of the free employment 
Offices of the United States, All the 
criticism that has been directed 
against them is well deserved, but it 
is not final, because some States have 
made a success of them, And it is far 
more true of private employment 
agencies than of public, that most of 
them have been frauds as well as

she said that Anthony Comstock was 
responsible for the prejudice against 
the paper in New York. 

Miss Pankhurst's latest article haa 
as a basis Mr, Kneeland's book, “Com- 
mercialized Prostitution in New Yor\"’ 
and she attacks a part of the New 
York press as supporting vicious i- 
terests, 

“In New York vice is organized, 
blatant, powerful, There, vice is a 
huge business.
